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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Regarding claim 1 , applicant argued that "the term prefix is not used in Davis in the same way as the term prefix is used in the 
specification and in the pending claims." It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "the prefix is equal to the sum of the 
value of the variable n and o") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
On the contrary, Davis teaches at Fig. 2 the step of selecting N most significant bits of the IP address to form a prefix length index table, 
which corresponds to the claimed step of selecting a window size of n (i.e. N bits) and an offset of o offset bit (i.e. 0 offset bit). 

Regarding claim 24, applicant argued that Davis does not teach "a search area for storing a prefix length search tree constructed using 
said grouping table". On the contrary, Davis teaches at Figs. 3 a prefix length search tree constructed from the length table shown in Fig. 
2. 

Regarding claim 21 and 23, applicant argued that Yu does not disclose "arranging said selected group in the form of grouping table". On 
the contrary, Yu teaches at section 5.1 a plurality of hash tables which are used to store variable-length route- prefixes and therefore 
anticipated the claimed limitation. 

In light of the foregoing arguments, the 35 U.S.C 102 and 103 rejections are hereby sustained. 
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
